STOCKS RISE TO HIGHEST 
PRICES IN FIVE MONTHS 


Day’s Trading, 5,000,000 Shares, 
Heaviest Since October, 1930, on 
New York Exchange. 

By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 8. — Stocks 


reached the highest prices since 
March today in a wave of buying 


of more than 6,000,000 shares, the 
largest since October, 1930. 

The market reacted under the 
heavy pounding of profit-taking 
traders, and extreme gains of $2 to 
$8 were sharply reduced at the 
close. Led by cotton, which had 
an extreme rise of more than $5 a 
bale, commodities. were generally 
buoyant. Bonds strengthened sub- 
stantially. 

Final prices were well under the 
best, but net gains ranged from $1 
to $6. Trading was so brisk early 
in the session that quotations ap- 
peared on the high-speed tape as 
much as 10 minutes after actual 
transactions on the exchange floor. 

United States Steel 
closed 12 cents higher at $41.62, 
against its high for the day of 
$44.37. American Telephone’s max- 
imum rise of $6.25 was reduced to 
$2.25, the final price being $110.25. 
Santa Fe closed $6 higher at $46.62, 
up $6, whereas its extreme gain 
was $8. Allied Chemical, at $76.50, 
was $1.50 lower. Union Pacific's 
rise of $7 was cut to $3, the last 
price being $66. United States 
Steel preferred, Saturday’s star per- 
former, was $3.75 lower at $83.25. 


WINTER-BECKER NACE CLOSEST 
SINCE REED-LONG CONTEST 


Virtually Complete Returns Show 
Lieutenant-Governor Nomi- 
nated by 6068. 


The primary election contest be- 
tween Lieutenant-Governor Winter 
and Secretary of State Becker was 


shown by virtually complete re- 
turns, partly official and partly un- 
official, to have been the closest 
of any race for major office in 
Missouri since 1922, when Senator 
Reed defeated Breckinridge Long 
for the senatorial nomination by 
5942.

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Mildred Kauffman, Who 
Set Women’s Loop Rec- 
ord in St. Louis, Loses 
Life at Kansas City.

KANSAS CIT y, Mo., Aug. 8.— 
Miss Mildred Kauffman, 25-year- 
old Kansas City aviatrix, died here 
early today from injuries suffered 
when her monoplane locked wings 
with another machine at low alti- 
tude. : 

Miss Kauffman, who set a new 
world’s record for women by loop- 
ing the loop 46 times at St. Louis 
in 1930, was the only one of four 
persons in the accident who failed 
to escape without serious injuries. 

Before a large Sunday crowd at 
Fairfax Airport, Miss Kauffman’s 
plane and another piloted by Don 
Moss raced across the field in 
opposite directions at an altitude 
of about 75 feet. The wings locked 
and both planes fell together. Phy- 
sicians said Miss Kauffman’s neck 
was broken. 

Moss was uninjured. His passen- 
ger, Jack Leftwich, 12, escaped 
with minor head injuries, as did 
Russell Shaw, who was riding with 
the girl pilot. 

Miss Kauffman was a licensed 
transport pilot and had taken part 
in numerous air races. A special 
ship was being constructed for her 
use in the national air races at 
Cleveland late this month. While 
attempting to break her own loop 
record at Buffalo, N. T., in the 
spring of 1930, she lost control of 
her plane and was forced to land 
by parachute. 


Girl Killed in Plane Crash in Nova

THOUSANDS MEET GRETA-GARBO 
ON HER ARRIVAL IN SWEDEN 


100 Policemen, Aided by Dock- 
hands, Hold Back Crowd at 
Gothenburg Pier.

GOTHENBURG, Sweden, Aug. 8. 
—A hundred policemen, reinforced 
by dockhands, were required to hold 
back thousands of admirers of Gre- 
ta Garbo when the liner Gripsholm 
arrived here this noon. 

The movie actress did not appear 
until long after the gangplank was 
lowered. Swedish and American 
flags flew from pier and dozens of 
small craft swarmed around the 
vessel as it steamed up the harbor. 

Her delay in appearing gave rise 
to a report that she had left the 
Gripsholm at sea and came in by 
speed boat, but a quarter of an 
hour after everyone else had left 
the ship Miss Garbo came ashore. 

Her brother, Sven, and a party 
of newspaper men had boarded the 
vessel before it docked. She was 
wearing a gray toque, gray shoes 
and a yellow knitted suit—a gray 
coat hung carelessly from her arm.

CAPT. LANCASTER 
TAKES STAND AS 
DEFENSE OPENS 


State Suddenly Rests Case 
After Clash Between Pro- 
secutor and Mrs. Keith- 
Miller. 


SHE CRIES “‘THEY’RE 
CRUCIFYING ME.” 


Admits She Still Is Fond of 
British Flyer but Has 
Been ‘Completely Disil- 


lusioned.’

MIAMI, Fla., Aug. 8.—After a 


dramatic session marked by a clash 
between Mrs. J. M. Keith-Milley 
and State’s Attorney N. Vernon 


Hawthorne, the State this afternoon 
rested its case in the trial of Capt. 
W. N. Lancaster, flying partner of 


the Australian aviatrix, for the 
murder of Haden Clarke, her 
fiance. 


Circuit Judge H. F. Atkinson de- 
nied a motion by defense counsel 
to strike from the record all testi- 
mony of Mrs. Keith-Miller and 
eliminate as exhibits the letters be- 
tween Capt. Lancaster and Haden 
Clarke and Mrs. Keith-Miller. Capt. 
Lancaster took the witness stand in 
his own behalf immediately. 

The State’s case was concluded 
shortly after Mrs. Keith-Miller left 
the courtroom crying, They're 
crucifying me.” 

From the witness stand she de- 
nounced Hawthorne for questioning 
her about many things she said she 
had told; him previously in confi- 
dence. She said Hawthorne had 
told her at the end of an earyl in- 
vestigation of the case that he had 
“looked into Lancaster’s soul and 
had seen an honorable man, incapa- 
ble of shooting Haden Clarke.“ 

Says Clarke Lied to Her. 

She had just testified over a pe- 
riod of one hour and 15 minutes 
regarding her tangled love affaire 
with Clarke and Lancaster. She 
told of her infatuation for Clarke 
until her disillusionment after his 
death when, she said, she learned 
he had told her many falsehoods 
during his whirlwind courtship. 
The courtship was ended when he 
died of a mysterious bullet wound 
received in her home April 21. 
Clarke was shot less than 12 hours 
after Lancaster came hastily to 
Miami from St. Louis on learning 
Clarke had replaced him in the af 
fections of the aviatrix. 

She was asked by Hawthorne as 
to the things she believed Clarke 
lied to her about. 

He lied about his age, his ex- 
perience, his education,” she recit- 
ed, after testifying that Clarke fre- 
queitly flew into violent rages. 

The aviatrix also testified that 
Clarke maintained falsely to her 
that she was the cause of his poor 
physical condition shortly before 
his death. 

Lancaster’s personal diary and 
letters between him and Mrs. 
Keith-Miller and Clarke were in- 
troduced as Hawthorne sought to 
show that Lancaster had a motive 
for ‘killing Clarke. 

Lancaster Eager Witness. 

Capt. Lancaster, in response to 
questioning by Defense Counsel 
Carson, related the story of his 
early life and of his service with 
Australian and British forces dur- 
ing the World War. He said he 
was 34 years old. 

Lancaster seemed eager to get 
his story before the jury. He 
spoke with a pronounced English 
accent and was careful in his 
choice of words. 

Mrs, Keith-Miller testified at the 
outset today that she had become 
“completely disillusioned” and no 
longer loved Lancaster nor the 
memory of Clarke. 

She said she was still very fond 
of Lancaster, to whom she was 
once engaged, but that she had not 
loved him for two years. 

“You have said you would die 
for Capt. Lancaster?” State’s At- 
torney Hawthorne asked her, 
“Yes.”

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SPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 8.— 
John B. Colegrove, former Taylor- 
ville bank president, recuperating 
at St. John's hospital here from 
the effects of exposure and injur- 
ies inflicted by men who kidnaped 
him from his home in Taylorville 
Friday night, disclosed today that 


four and not two men participated 
in the kidnaping. 

“Under threat of death, $30,000 
was demanded of me as I lay bound 
and gagged in a corn field near 
Springfield,” Colegrove said to T. 
P. Sullivan, Chief of the Bureau 
of Criminal Identification and in- 
vestigation. 

“When I told my guard, who was 
one of four men who kidnaped me, 
that I didn’t have that amount of 
money, he cut his demands down. 
I told them I didn’t have any 
money at all, and then the man 
said, ‘We must have kidnaped the 
wrong man.“ 

Colegrove gave an account of 
his experience from the time he 
was kidnaped until he found him- 
self in the cornfield, from which 
he escaped, being found in Spring- 
field yesterday. 

One Man Stands Guard. 

“The three left me, and one man 
stood guard in the corn field.“ 
Colegrove said. “Apparently he 
had been primed to talk to me 
about the money, as he started to 
demand the $30,000 under the 
threat of death if I didn't come 
across, 

““I believe that I owe my life to 
having yelled as the men kidnaped 
me, for my guard stood over me 
until about noon Saturday, appar- 
ently waiting for the return of the 
other men, He left when it start- 
ed to rain and never did come 
back.” 

Sullivan is in Taylorville seek- 
ing the men thought to be impli- 
cated in the plot, one of whom is 
believed to have been closely asso- 
ciated with Colegrove. 

“I think my kidnapers must have 
talked with some Taylorville resi- 
dents and got the impression that 
I had a large sum of money in my 
home,” Colegrove said. “I don’t 
know how else they could get the 
idea that I had a lot of money.” 

Colgrove who was president of 
the defunct J. B. Colegrove & Co. 
State Bank of Taylorville, was 
found here at 3:30 a. m. yesterday. 
Sitting on the lawn at 420 West 
Capitol avenue, next door to the 
residence of his friend, Frank H. 
Lowe, former president of the 
Springfield Board of Education. 
Lowe, a former banking ac- 
quaintance of Colegrove, was not at 
home when Colegrove called at the 
residence early in the morning. 
Dazed, the former Taylorville bank 
head walked to the adjoining lawn, 
where his actions attracted the at- 
tention of residents of the neigh- 
borhood, who called police. 


Beaten on Head. 


Police took Colegrove to St. 
John's Hospital, where he was ex- 
amined by Dr. W. W. Van Wormer, 
who pronounced him suffering from 
a severe cold, scalp wounds and 
partial paralysis of the left arm. 
The latter condition is thought to 
have been caused by a blow. There 
are possibiilties that the cold, con-

SPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 8. — 
Tabulation of the vote by Illinois 
union coal miners on the ratifica- 
tion of the proposed $5 daily basic 
wage scale by A. T. Pace of Herrin, 
international auditor, was reported 
as showing adoption of the new 
wage scale by a vote of 18,221 to 
17,998, with only few small locals 
yet to be heard from. 

Newspaper returns from 137 
of the 240 locals previously had 
shown 14,705 for ratification and 
19,510 against. 

The referendum, held Saturday, 
was on a proposed wage agreement 
to take the place of the one which 
expired March 31.

Union officers also announced 
prior to the referendum that should 
any undue influence be exerted on 
miners of any local, the vote of the 
entire local would be voided.

Dr. Meyerhardt Favors Light 
Clothing, but Doubts Value 
of Curtailing Meals. 

“Vacation typhoid,” too much 
clothing, too little sleep and too lit- 
tle nutritious food were summer 
dangers pointed out by Dr. M. H. 
Meyerhardt yesterday in the Com- 
munity Forum broadcast yesterday 
by KMOX. 

Man's natural environment is 
tropical, but he has forgottem how 
to live sensibly in hot weather, re- 
marked Dr. Meyerhardt. He rec- 
ommended. summer clothing as 
light “as ‘a decent respect to the 
opinion of mankind’ will allow.“ an 
extra hour of nightly rest above 
that required in winter, an after- 
lunch siesta where possible, more 
moderate tempo in everything, and 
no worrying about the heat, which. 
aftet all, comes every summer and 
doesn‘t last forever. 

The widespread belief that the 
amount of food consumed should be 
curtailed in hot weather lacked a 
basis of fact except for rsons 
overweight, he asserted. Reason- 
able exercise to stimulate diges- 
tion, and a rounded diet of fresh 
vegetables, fruits, meat and fish, 
cutting down on starches, sugars 
and fats, should maintain normal 
weight without overburdening the 


i digestion, he said. He cautioned 


that alcoholic-drinks were espe- 
cially harmful in hot weather. 

Vacation typhoid,” as it is 
called, is about the only kind cf 
typhoid which we now see in the 
large cities,” added Dr. Meyer- 
hardt. “Be careful, when away 
from home, that your water sup- 
ply is free from danger.

He told of being lost for days 
with Thomas J. Walsh of Chicago 
who finally died of exhaustion and 
starvation, 
1 dug a grave with my ‘knife 
and left him there,” Foard told 
Walsh's parents, who met the Sau- 
ta Clara. “It was all I could do.“ 
Foard and Walsh had worked to- 
gether in a Peruvian mine but af- 
ter leaving that employment ha. 
started in a cande for -Monzon, 
Ecuador, on a scientific expedition. 
On the Huallaga River the canoe 
was wrecked, and they started 
through the tangled jungle afoot. 
By June 29 they had been seven 
days without food, and Walsh was 
almost dead with exhaustion. Foard 
said he shot a little bird which he 
gave his companion. and then 
pushed further into the jungle in 


empty-handed, Walsh was dead. 

Foard said that after burying 
Walsh, he went on through the 
wilderness, shooting just enough 
game to keep alive. Finally he had 
only one shot left. He shot at a 
smali bird and missed. Then a fine 
fat deer passed near by. 

“I think that unsettled my mind,” 
Foard said, “I don’t remember any 
more until I awoke in the hut of a 
native who had been stalking the 
deer and had found me.” 

- Walsh’s parents had with them a 
letter from their son, written in the 
jungle and mailed by Foard after 
he was saved.

waterworks under foreclosure. 

One of the latest developments 
is an implied threat by United 
States District Judge Lindley at 
Danville to discharge the Federal 
receiver who is now operating the 
water plant and leave the people 
without service. Following this 


the city petitioned the Court to dis- 
charge the receiver and a hearing 
is tentatively set for Aug. 16 at 
Danville. 

In a letter dated June 25, Judge 
Lindley wrote to the attorney tor 
the city: “My inclination is to dis- 
charge the receiver and leave these 
parties without service. I have en- 
deavored to help them without any 
co-operation and have only main- 
tained the receivership as a matter 
of grace to try to help them against 
themselves.“ 

Twice in the last two years the 
citizens have voted down a 30-year 
franchise and the present city ad- 
ministration was elected on an anti- 
franchise platform. 

$636,000 Debt on Plant. 

Behind the popular opposition to 
the franchise is a story of amazing 
financing by promoters who built 
the waterworks for the city, result- 
ing in a debt today of $633,000 on a 
plant which city officials say could 
be duplicated for $100,000 to $150,- 
000. 

The plant -was constructed in 
1920 and turned over to the city. 
It was paid for with water fund 
certificates issued under ar old Illi- 
nois statute providing for munici- 
pal ownership of waterworks. 

The promoters received from the 
city $390,000 of these certificates, 
in amount now said to have been 
far in excess of the cost of the 
plant. The certificates were widely 
sold to the public in Wisconsin, 
through a Madison investment 
house. 

The law made the certificates a 
lien on the plant and water rents, 
but not on the city’s genera] reve- 
nues. Thus interest and principal 
were to be paid out of income from 
water rates and the city eventually 
was to own the plant free of debt. 

To secure payment of the inter- 
est and principal the city gave a 
deed of trust on the plant. a Chi- 
cago bank being the trustee. 


Provisions on Default. 

The statute provided that in case 
of default on the certificates the 
plant should be sold under fore- 
closure, the successful bidder to be 
the one agreeing to discharge the 
debt and operate the plant, receiv- 
ing the income, for the least num- 
ber of years not exceeding 50. At 
the end of the term named in the 
successful bid, or after 50 years, 
the plant was to be turned back to 
the city in as geod condition as 
when received except for normal 
wear. 

Under the decree of foreclosure 
as handed down by Judge Lindley, 
following default on certificate in- 
terest, this reversion right of the 
city has been wiped out and the 
plant would be deeded forever to 
the certificate holders or their as- 
signs. The Court took this action 
on the ground that an additional 
debt of $15,390 for fire hydrant 
rentals which the city was unable 
to pay deprived it, in equity, of any 
further claim on the plant and that 
the two debts—certificates and 
rentals—should be combined and 
satisfied by strict foreclosure on 
the property. 

There is a strong feeling among 
city officials that the foreclosure 
as to the certificates should have 
followed the State statue and that 
as to the hydrant rental debt the 
remedy was in mandamus against 
the city to levy taxes to pay it. The 
city officials feel, however, that 
they are unable fo appeal from 
Judge Lindley’s decision because of 
the expense and a low treasury, as 
it would cost about $4000 for a cer- 
tified copy of the record and other 
necessary expenses. 

The city, which then had a popu- 
lation of around 6000, was told how 
easily the certificates could be paid 
off out of income. It soon found, 
however, that the interest burden 
was too great. When interest was 
first defaulted, the investment 
house which sold the certificates to 


wages. The quantity rate also was 
increased, the first step from 30 
cents to 75 cents a 1000 gallons, 
and for other steps in proportion, 
except for the extremely large com- 
mercial users who were given a re- 
duction by order of the Court. 

One reason the people oppose a 


franchise is their fear that these 


high rates, or higher, will be fast- 
ened upon them indefinitely. After 
receiving its franchise the company 
would go to the Illinois Commerce 
Commission to have its rates fixed 
on the basis of “present fair 
value.” Attorneys for the new com- 
pany indicated in a hearing before 
Judge Lindley that they intended 
to ask for a rate schedule virtually 
the same as now. charged by the 
receiver and for a valuation of 
about $300,000. 

At a hearing at Danville, Sept. 

2, 1930, Judge Lindley explained 
his views to a number of Eldorado 
citizens who were called as wit- 
nesses, At that time the first 
franchise election had failed and 
the Court sought from witnesses 
their objections to the franchise. 

Judge Lindley’s Position. 

Judge Lindley was asked why 
the 60-year clause for reversion of 
the plant to the city was not fol- 
lowed in the foreclosure. He said: 

Because the city was in debt not 
only for its plant, but in debt, in 
addition, to the estent of 6 
$20,000 for water rental and I said 
to these gentlemen that if there is 
any equity in here, you are entitled 
under the law to a judgment 
against the city and an execution 
against this particular property.” 

He said the water plant was not 
a part of the government activities 
and that the city’s equity could be 
sold under execution, and added: 
“The equity of this city was that 
after 50 years the plant should re- 
vert to it, but the city cannot keep 
that equity without paying is debts 
and it has no money to doit. I tried 
for a year and half to get this debt 
paid and have always been met 
with the statement there were no 
public funds with which to pay it. 

“Therefore, in this decree I had 
the two remedies combined in sat- 
isfaction of not only what the city 
owed for water certificates, but also 
in satisfaction of the debt which it 
owed and was unpaid.” 

On the question of the franchise 
Judge Lindley made some forceful 
statements. He said: “The Com- 
merce Commission cannot fix the 
rates until a franchise is granted. 
I will operaté it by the receiver 
until the franchise is granted and 
the rate is fixed. I will continue 
the operation of the receiver that 
long or I will shut it down, one of 
the two.” 


“City Has No Interest.” 


Further along in the hearing, 
when the qu@stion of the city’s 
equity was again raised, Judge 
Lindley referred to the unpaid hy- 
drant rental and said: “Now, in 
that situation I said to them, you 
cannot keep this property or any 
equity in it. If people will not pay 
their debts they cannot keep their 
property. That question is deter- 
mined and settled: it is out of this 
case. This city has no interest in 
this plant. It will never have any 
interest in it from now on. It has 
been taken from them forever and 
that is finally determined.” 

Again, the Court said: “Now the 
question is whether or not the city 
is going to let some company op- 
erate there, and receive water for 
hydrants and receive it for private 
consumers and let the Commerce 
Commission fix the rates, and lay 
their troubles before the Commerce 
Commission, or whether the city is 
simply going to say, no, we won't 
grant a franchise, and then this 
Court will say, ‘I will give you two 
or three months and if in the end 
you vote it down I am going to dis- 
charge these receivers and then you 
will have no fire protection, no wa- 
ter protection.’ I do not want to 
do that, but I cannot continue this 
receivership forever.” 

Judge Asks Questions. 

At oné time Judge Lindley put 
this question to a witness: 

“Do they (the people) under- 
stand if they persistently refuse to 
issue a franchise the water will 
have to be cut off and they will be 
left without protection?” 

The witness, S. B. Hardy, pub- 
lisher of an Eldorado newspaper, 
replied: « “Perhaps a part of them 
do; I don’t think the people in gen- 
eral do.” Questions and answers 
followed: 

The Court: “That is the only re- 
course in the end if they are not 
willing to trust the body created by 
the Legislature (the .Commerce

RENNES, France, Aug. 8.—A 
small group of Boston autonomists 
are thought to have caused an ex- 
plosion yesterday which destroyed 
a great bas-relief’ here symbolizing 
the union of Brittany with France 
im 1532. The bas: relief was in a 
niche of the City Hall. 

The explosion, preceding a cele- 
bration of the 400th anniversary of 
the union at Vannes, in which Pre- 
mier Herriot participated,. disfig- 
ured one of the most picturesque 
central squares in the French 
| provinces. 

Two alleged sympathizers of the 
autonomists were questioned by po- 
lice, 

The explosion shattered windows 
within a radius of 500 yards. The 
bomb ‘apparently was placed with 
the utmost secrecy, for police head- 
quarters is just across the way and 
several patrolmen were lodged 
nearby. 

The autonomists for a long time 
have been discontented with the 
fete which the late President 
Doumer was to have attended and 
which Premier Herriot inaugurated 
at Rennes in Doumer’s stead. 

Their attitude was that the 
Bretons should not invite French 
officials to celebrate the Duchy’s 
surrender of its sovereignty. Many 
decided to boycott the ceremonies. 

A ilar.boycotting marked the 
unve of the destroyed monu- 
ment itself in 1911. Local patriots 
objected to its depiction of Anne 
of Brittany, successively the wife 
of King Charles VIII and Louis 
XII, kneeling and offering her 
crown to France. 


Brittany, on the northwest pe- 
ninsula of France, was conquered 
by Henry II of England in 1169. 
He made his son, Geoffrey, Duke 
of Brittany in 1169. Geoffrey soon 
became the ally of the King of 
France against his father. In the 
thirteenth century Brittany was a 
vassal state of France. 

In 1491 the Duchess Anne of 
Brittany married Charles VIII of 
France, and the two regions were 
again united. Eight years later, 
when Anne married Louis XII, the 
successor of Charles, the independ- 
ence of Brittany was recognized. 
Treaties made in 1532 ineorporated 
Brittany with France, this date be- 
ing the occasian of yesterday's cel- 
ebration. 

During the French revolution 
Brittany was loyal to the Bour- 
bons. Bands of insurgent peasants 
fought as guerillas for the King. 
In 1799 Napoleon suppressed an 
uprising with 30,000 soldiers, but 
disturbances continued until as late 
as 1832.

Britain, were the parties really responsi- 
ble for the outbreak of the great catas- 
trophe, intent upon taking advantage of 
the Sarajevo murder for the attainment 
of their respective political ends. It cer- 
tainly came in handy to use the power- 
ful Russian army of 16,000,000 men as 
a steam roller to crush the German foe 
once for all. 

It is just about time that the grave 
injustice done Germany at Versailles by 
stamping her the only culprit of the war, 
be righted, and also that the historical 
text books for the use of our schools be 
corrected accordingly. The conscience 
of the world demands it.

The commissions, in general, is 
hampered by legislative restrictions and judicial in- 
tervention. The technical staffs provided are, in most 
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others, appointments too frequently are given as a 
reward for political service. The utilities are gener- 
ally able to exert pressure to obtain the appointment 
and the retention as commissioner of men who are 
friendly to them. The occasional commissioner who 
manifests a genuine zeal for the public interest is 
often taken over into an attractive utility job. And 
at other times it appears that there is recourse to 
the more direct method of bribery. 

In this situation 1d to be found an explanation of 
the fact that public utility rates, during a period 
when all prices have fallen precipitately to lower 
ground, have remained safely on their high plateau. 
Certainly the costs of the utilities must have declined 
substantially in the last three years of falling prices. 
Why have their rates not followed? The answer 
must be that regulation does not regulate. Gov. 
Pinchot has well stated the moral of the case. “The 
people of the United’ States,” he said, “prefer utility 
regulation rather than public ownership. But res- 
ulation cannot survive if the people lose confidence 
in it.” If the public utility corporations resort to 
influence and corruption to prevent the adjustment 
of rates to a fairer level, they will thereby speed the 
coming of public ownership and operation into the 
utility field. 


“CIVIC VIRTUE” IN NEW YORK. 

A-decade after it was put there, New York again is 
discussing the statue in City Hall Park. The figure 
is that of an unclad man, standing on a couple of 
mermaids. Since the title of the sculpture is “Civic 
Virtue,” it is possible for the close student of sym- 
bolism to deduce that this represents the sturdy 
citizen spurning underfoot the tempting sirens on 
his progress to perfection. It is now proposed, in 
the process of re-landscaping the park, to remove the 


statue, and its defenders in the long controversy are 


fvociferously trying to keep it there. Aside from the 


artistic or symbolic merits or demerits of the piece, 
or the view of the feminists who see in it a slur 
upon womanhood, there remain ample reasons for 
retaining the effigy. Since the Seabury Committee 
found civic virtue a minus quantity in the City Hail, 
New York obviously should have a memorial to the 
departed. 


ONE-HALF OF ONE PER CENT. 
It is commonly supposed that the famous definition 
of intoxicating liquor as that containing more than 
one-half of 1 per cent of alcohol was concocted by 
Wayne B. Wheeler, or some other Anti-Saloon League 
potentate. Not so. It was the brewers themselves 
who were responsible for it, according to one of our 
operatives who has been nose-diving into the dusty 
tomes of the nineteenth century. . 
In 1862, it appears, the Government placed an ex- 
cise tax against beer, without specifying its alcoholic 
content. The usual alcoholic content of beer at that 
time was about 34% or 4 per cent. When malt liquor, 
with a somewhat lower content, was held free from 
the tax, the brewers complained that such tax-free 
beverage was in unfair competition with beer. Asked 
what percentage of alcohol made beer intoxicating, 
they gave it as one-half of 1 per cent. Congress 
thereupon made the tax apply to all liquors with a 
higher alcoholic content. 
Many of the states which went dry before national 
prohibition accepted that percentage as_the standard, 
though some drew the line at 2 per cent and still 
others cautiously barred all beverages containing the 
slightest trace of alcohol. If the next session of Con- 
gress carries out the Democratic plank for immediate 
modification of the Volstead Act and legalizes beer of 
2 to 3 per cent, the Supreme Court will be called 
upon to settle the long-mooted question as to what 
percentage of alcohol may be considered intoxicating. 
In any event, history absolves the Anti-Saloon 
League of at least one of the many indictments 
brought agaizst it.

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Plight of the White Collar Worker 
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TAKE it that we of the League for In- 
| dependent Political Action represent pre- 

dominantly the white-collared class. Our 
members are in the main teachers, doctors, 
lawyers, ministers, social workers, engineers, 
accountants, insurance agents and clerks. 
These classes are not only necessary for 


some slight shifting of-emphasis, they would 
be needed in any society. 

Together with the farmers and the man- 
ual workers, we form the real America. 
Along with these two other groups, we have 
a stake in its government. In the past, the 


been retarded not only because the manual 
workers have ignored the farmers and the 
farnmrers have ignored the manual workers, 
but also because both have been indifferent 
to and have been slighted by the white-col- 
lar class.

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SHAKESPEARE 


Native of Missouri Wrote 
Several. Volumes Based on 
Original Research.

WICHITA FALLS, Tex., Aug. 8: 
—Dr. Charles William Wallace, ' 
noted Shakespearean authority, a 
native of Missouri, died at his home 
here yesterday, aged 67. 

While serving as an assistant 
professor in the University of Ne- 
braska, Wallace spent his summers 
in England, and with the help of 
his wife, made an exhaustive study 
of records pertaining to the life of 
William Shakespeare. 

He examined, with Mrs. Wal- 
lace's assistance, an estimated num- 
ber of more than 5,000,000 orig- 
inal records of the Elizabethan 
era, chiefly in the Public Records 
Office in London. From these 
he drew the conclusion that 
Shakespeare was best known to 
his own time as an actor-manager 
and a business man, an investor 
and stockholder in money-making 
enterprises. 

The Baconians, who held that 
Lord Bacon was the real author of 
the plays bearing Shakespeare's 
name, welcomed Wallace's discov- 
eries as supporting their theory. 
Dr. Wallace himself. however, did 
not take the side of the Baconians. 
He wrote books on “London 
Theater of Shakspeare’s Time,” 
“Shakspeare and His London A8 
sociates,” “New Light on Shak- 
speare,” and “The Poet and Wil- 
liam Shakspeare,” the last- nan: ed 
published in 1915. From 1910 he 
was professor of English dramatic 
literature in the University of Ne- 
braska. To get funds for further 
research, Dr. WAllace in 1917 went 
to the Texas oil fields, and was #0 
successful that he was enabled to
